paddle-wheel, such as we described 
at the beginning of this article. The 
water either went over it or under it, 
and it was known as the “overshot’’ 
or “undershot"’ wheel accordingly. 
This type of wheel is almost as old 
as civilization and has been used since 
time immemorial. Its efficiency is very 
low. The principle of the turbine was 
next applied to water wheels in an 
effort to increase this efficiency and a 
mark as high as 60 per cent. was at- 
tained. The turbines were of the re- 
action type; that is, a body of wa- 
ter under pressure was admitted to 
the hub of a wheel whose axis was 
vertical and ejected at an angle from 
its periphery. The ordinary revolv- 
ing lawn-sprinkler is a reaction tur- 
bine of the sinsplest form, and works 
on the same principle. After the re- 
action turbine had been used for 
some time aman named Francis 
came along and made an improve- 
ment in ite design and succeeded in 
getting even greater an efficiency. He 
just reversed the circulatory path of 
the water—he admitted the water to 
| the periphery of the wheel and eject- 
ed it at the hub. In these, especially 
designed Francis,turbines at Keokuk 
an efficiency of 86 per cent. will be 
attained, higher by at least 6 per cent. 
than ever re. 

THE POWER-HOUSBE. 
The power-house containing there 
turbines stands at right angles, prac- 
tically, to the dam itself, and to its 
upper corner the west end of that 
structure is anchored. The sub-:truc- 
ture, the part containing the turbines, 
is completed, and the superstructure, 
te house the electric generators and 
‘accessories, is in process of construc- 
tion. When at last the project is com- 
pleted and the structures put to use, 
the waters held up by the dam will 
sweep around the corner of this pow- 
er-house and surge through a series 
of 120 openings in the foundation wal) 
to the turbines beneath. There will 
be fifteen turbines of 10,000 horse- 
power, each. in the initial installation 
and fifteen more in the second part} 
to be built while the first ts in op- 
eration. The volume of water lead- 
ing to each turbine will be so great 
that no ordinary pipes could be used 
to conduct it. So, in the basement of 
this power-house they have mould. 
{ed great passageways in the concrete 
to carry the water from the outside 
|to the turbines. Each passageway is 

big enough to contain a load of bay 
without crowding. To properly han 
such an immense body of water the 
turbines had to be made several 
times larger than any heretofore 
used. They are sixteen feet in diame- 
ter and the cases that contain them 
are great chambers in the concrete 
in which a house might be butit 
thirty-nine feet in diameter and twen- 
ty-two feet high. 
The powcer-house when fully com. 
pleted will be nearly 2000 feet long 
and more than 1900 feet high, three 
times larger than any ever before 
built. Its capacity will be yp to 300,000 
horse power, which ts more than half 
all five companies develop at Niagara.

HE greatest need of California its 

money for developing her re- 

sources, both in the agricultural 
and mineral fields. It might be as- 
sumed that this money should be 
forthcoming from this country in suf- 
ficient quantity to do all that is neces- 
sary, but when put into practice it is 
found that money obtainable in this 
country is only for short periods, the 
money so obtained being for specula- 
tien and not for real investment. Cal- 
ifornia requires money for long peri- 
ods, #0 that it can be used for devel- 
oping the resources.

UNIONIZING THE CONSUMERS. 


Just as Proper a Movement as Is 


Being Conducted Now by the Labor 


Unions of the Country. 

[Christian Science Monitor:] It has 
been said that in one of the great 
manufacturing cities of the United 
States, what was needed to insurc 
greater equability in industrial condi- 
tions, so far as they express them- 
selves through the relations of em- 
ployer and employee, was the “union 
of all unions.”” From the standpoint 
of organized labor and of the em- 
ployers of organized labor, such an 
opinion is perfectly reasonable and 
commends iteelf through ai certain 
compactness of scheme. But it illus. 
trates fairly well the view that or- 
ganized labor takes of its own free 
will and tg more or tess willingly 
shared by the employers’ of. labor, in 
that it leaves quite out of view, no 
Goubt through inadvertence, the fact 
that such a union would be of advant- 


age.onjy to a very small part of 


population. By all nmieans, say the 
employers, form © various unions 
into a more or less coherent body. 
By all means, says organized labor, 
let the unions arrange themselves in 
any way in_which a collective bargain 
ean better be assured, Both sides 
have at least a-common point of un- 
derstanding: each sees a profitaDle 
change of method. In the meantime, 
what of the remaining 80 or 90 per 
cent. of the population that does not 
happen either to be organized in the 
ranks of labor or to come within the 
categories of capital? 

This portion of the population that 
we prefer to call the consuming part, 
instead of by the somewhat over- 
worked title of “the people,” is pre- 
ponderant as always in numbers, but 
not predominant through orginiza- 
tion.

EASTER ISLAND'S STATUES. 
An English 


Scientist Vill Endeavor 
-to Discover the Origin of the Won- 


derfal Archaeological Remaiazs. 

iChristian Science Monitor:] One 
of the most interesting quests which 
have ever engaged the attention of 
explorers wil) shortly be undertaken 
by W. Scoresby Routledge, the 
traveler. 

During this month Mr. Routledge, 
with his wife and a small party—in- 
cluding a navigating officer lent by 
the admiralty, who are taking great 
interest in the expedition—wil!l leave 
England in the Mana, a 250-ton 
motor auxiliary yacht. They will at- 
tempt to s0lve the myste of the 
wonderful archaeological remains of 
Easter Island, in the South Pacific, 
and to make a complete ayprvey of the 
island, which is the farthest outpost 
of the Polynesian race. The ex- 
pedition was planned by Mr. Rout- 
ledge in conjunction with the author- 
ities of the British Museum, who re- 
gard it as of considerabic importance. 

On the island, which is about fifty 
square miles In extent, are immense 
platforms facing the sea, formed of 
large stones fitted together with ce- 
ment. Some of these weigh five 
tons, and in places the sea walls are 
nearly thirty feet high and over 200 
feet long. On the land s.de of the 


platform there are broad terraces on | 


which once stood colossal figures 
Carved out of lava from an extinct 
crater eight miles away. 

On some of the platforms there are 
upwards of a dozen images now 
thrown from their pedestals and ly- 
ing in ali directions. The largest are 
thirty-seven feet hich, but the ma- 
jority vary from fourteen feet to six- 
teen feet. They are carved in the 
shape of human beings. Two of the 
statues were brought to England in 
1868. and are Bow in the British 
Museum. On thé tsland are also re- 
mains of stone houses 100 feet long 
by about twenty feet . 

It is to discover the origin of these 
works that Mr. Routledge is going to 
the Easter Island. The present in- 
habitants of Easter Island know 
nothing of their construction. By 
some the theory is held that Easter 
Island is part of a submerged con- 
tinent. If this were so it is thought 
that possibly sufficient manval labor 
might have been at hand te carry

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shops to avoid trouble. They must be 
more ingenious, more. tactful, and 
more resourceful, to meet the pres- 
ent conditions. Their responsibilities 
are greater, as are all of the respon- 
sibilities of the railway man of to- 
day, as compared with a few yea 
ago. 

How long can present. conditions 
obtain? Chn a maste? mechanic or 
foreman fear his employees and their 
power and influence with those in au- 
thority and render efficient service? 
Does he not lose in self-respect when 
he lets some shiftiess agitator tell him 
who shall do certain work and who 
shall not; when he is compelled to 
use as a gang boss, by reason of 
seniority, 2 man he knows to be in- 
competent and. disloyal; when he is 
compelled to not see spoiled work, 
misused tools, or time-killers? If his 
energy. ability, and desire for in- 
creased responsibility is to be circum- 
scribed by carelessness, disloyalty 
and ingratitude, is he not apt to de- 
generate and lose heart? 

It is the crime of our industrial 

life that such conditions obtain, and 
they do obtain to a greater or less ex- 
ytent in every railway shop in this 
country, and they are not getting bet- 
ter——on the contrary, they are getting 
worse. The men are dissatisfied, they 
are not prosperous, they are full of 
unrest. They are assessed unmercifully 
to remedy some far-fetched grievance 
of which perhaps they have no know)l- 
edge. The wives and children suffer, 
and they are taught by the profes- 
sional fixer of their wrongs to strike, 
as the serpent, at the hand that feeds 
them. The effect of deception, vic- 
lence and brutality is always a boom- 
erang, but it fs deplored that the in- 
nocent must suffer while the gulity 
are for a time, at least, seemingly 
prosperous. 
Net all of the organizations are con- 
ducted in this way. Those that are 
not are making real progress. They 
have Wise leaders who are conservs- 
tive. They advise and compel their 
members to keep contracts. They ¢o 
to the very extreme before breaking 
with their employers, and seldom Coes 
such an event occur; consequently, 
they are respected. They do not uat- 
“tempt to interfere with the manage- 
ment of the property. therefore they 
do not become persona nen grata with 
their superiors. 

The meta! crafts must throw «ff this 
yoke of ignorant and corrupt leader- 
ship. They are intelligent men. They 
certainly can be ge only a part 
of the time—not all of the time. Let 
them make an impartial and search- 
ing investigation of their affairs and 
compare them with other organiza- 
tions working for the same people. Se- 
lect men who are trustworthy and 
intelligent to conduct their affairs on 
the same lines. Make an effort to up- 
uft their organization to the plane of 
intelligent, reasonable and conserva- 
tive emplovees. Cencede to the man- 
ugers an interest in their affairs, in- 
stead of imaginary hostility. Give 
the foreman credit for knowing his 
business. He should be unrestricted 
by lodge affiliation—Ne cannot serve 
two masters. Remember that there 
was only one perfect man, and he 
was crucified 2000 years ago.' Give 
and take. Let the indolent, improvi- 
dent and unskilled take their proper 
places in the scale of humanity. Give 
every man and boy a helping hand, 
and a good wish that he may become 


foreman, master mechanic, superin- 
tendent of machinery. or manager, 
and help him get there. They will 


have a friend at court, at least.: 

The employees should take pride in 
the railway and resent any interfer- 
ence with its rights, and contend al- 
wuys that it shall have a squere deai 
and living rates..It will then be in a 
position to give a square deal “nd 
good wages. 

Labor must be taught how to throw 
the voke of autocratic and arbi- 
trary leadership. The professiono! }a- 
bor leader should be relegated to the 
scrap heap, and only’ the intelligent.

responsible positions. The tenure of 
office should be dependent wpon the 
maintenance of hurmonious rz'ations 
with the employer.

When he talks @ Celtic note creeps 
into his voice and only the bare bones 
of his thoughts are put into words 
Clothed in a uniform and given a 
club, he would be as typical a po- 
iceman, physically, at least, as could 
be found anywhere in. the United 
States. And his ec. bluat and 
gutteral, would tally his buttons 
his face. 


Fourteen years ago, having just 
come of age, -he joined the Union 
Club, “I have all the money I need,” 
he’ remarked to a banker while dis- 
cussing his own case. “I want to be 
ugeful, but I have no inclination to- 
ward business. I can sit in the’club, 
read the newspapers and look out of 
the window, but no young American 
of the right sort could tolerate such 
an existence. The public service, it 
seems to me, offers an opportunity to 
detached youngsters like myself.” 

The Spanish War was then being 
fought. Waldo enlisted in- the Na- 
tional Guard, learned the rudiments 
of soldiering and early in 1699 was 
appointed a second Neutenant in the 
regular army by.

Once 
he took to a river in a small boat with 
ten privates. The natives from the 
jungle and the mud banks opened fire 
with repeating rifies. Four Americans 


were killed and two were wounded, | 


Waldo and his three remaining men 
lay in the’ bottom of the beat, re- 
turned the fire, and, slowly and dan- 
gerously drifting down stream, made 
their escape. 

CEASES TO BE A SOLDIER. 


At the age of 23 he was sent to: 


Calisiao, North Lason, with 175 
scouts, under Instructions to kill or

and to pacify the other 4000 Inhabi- 
tants, which work he cafried out to 
the satisfaction of his commanding 
officers, establishing meanwhile the 
first civil government in the Philip- 
pine Islands Of the American sort.

There are 
straight noses, comcave noses and 
convex noses; also, there are severui 
shapes of mouths, cars, and 
chins. Bertillon, the famous French 
anthropologist, devised a scheme for
